The Jewish New Year, which begins next 
week, is the traditio nal perio d o f Israel’s call to 
spiritual renewal. To no n-Jews thro ugho ut the 
wo rld, the high ethical aspiratio n o f Ro sh Hash- 
anah canno t fail to bring to mind the co ntrasting 
ho rro r o f persecutio n and death that has trailed in 
the wake o f Nazi armies. Gentile and Jew alike 
have suffered and died because they cho se to 
keep faith with Go d. But the to rture o f the Jew 
has been so infinitely greater that he stands by 
him.self as histo ry’s mo st 1,errible w^arning against 
tho se w'ho dare to make new go ds o ut o f racism 
and religio us into lerance. 
The message o f Ro sh Hashanah sho uld find 
a respo nsive echo in every truly Christian heart. 
It sho uld no t be an echo merely o f the pity that the 
Jew feels fo r his deso lated brethern, but o ne o f 
determinatio n also to ho ld to paths o f rectitude 
and justice. It sho uld create, in Christian minds, 
a reso lve no t o nly that the Jew shall find secure 
and equal o ppo rtunity in the new wo rld o rder, but 
that a bro ader and mo re intimate understanding 
shall be established between the peo ple o f Israel 
and tho se who , while no t o f their faith, are jo ined 
to them in the spiritual kinship spo ken o f by St. 
Paul. 
The Christian may well po nder with his 
Jewish neighbo r the precept o f the Talmud that 
all men are mutually acco untable fo r each o ther. 
Envisio ning an era o f peace and go o dwill betw^een 
men and natio ns, no ne sho uld fo rget that the so ­ 
ciety o f the future will be no better than he him­ 
self makes it. 
The questio n we may pro perly ask is: Ho w 
earnestly are we preparing o urselves to pro tect 
and extend the freedo ms fo r which o ur so ldiers 
are giving their lives to day? 
This is a time o f 
self-examinatio n fo r all o f us.
